Imost thirty, Mike McDonald is 
the only original member of 


Edmonton's Jr. Gone Wild since its 


inception ten years ago. The band 


consists of Mike (vocals, guitar, and’ 


most of the writing), Dove (bass), 
Chris Smith (guitar), and Larry Shelast 


(drums). During this latest tour, they 


were accompanied by Jane Holly but 
she left. Mike felt that the music 
‘suffered, so they recruited Kathryn 
Rose of the Toronto band Wind May 
Be Damaged. Kathryn also did vocals 
on their latest recording, Pull the 
Goalie, and Mike feels that she’s “very 
versatile.” 

Jr. Gone Wild played in excess of 200 
gigs in 1992. During the month of April, 
they toured Europe and, according to 
the band, they were well received. 
Mike adds, “Not many Canadian bands 
tour there so it was somewhat of a 
novelty act for them.” Apparently they 
were interviewed on community radio 
in Slovenia, where everyone heard 
them including the border guards. 
According to the band, the border 
patrol wanted to party with them as 
they tried to leave the country. 
According to McDonald, they do pretty 
well everywhere but “Saskatoon and 
Regina need their ass kicked.... Last 
time we played Saskatoon we had 


_ people that wanted to hear Social — 


Distortion tunes and we were fucked.” 


Ever since touring regularly back in - 


1986, they have.consistently gained 
popularity with the Campus crowd. 
They find it difficult (time-wise) to play 
a lot of material from their earlier 
recordings, especially when they play 
for only forty minutes a night as the 
opening act. 


Mix feels that their country- 
edged alternative sound is 


comparative in attitude and taste to 


that of the Beat Farmers (minus 
Country Dick Montana). Otherwise it 
is a conglomeration of other people’s 
influences and tastes and who writes 
the music. You'd be hard-pressed to 
pigeonhole their sound, even though 
a lot of their songs seem to be about 
drinking, falling down, - and 
relationships. 

Mc Donald doesn’t agree that they 
- are pure country or a parody band 
poking fun at country music. “I got 
into music because | fell in love with 
the rock n’ roll dream. In my youth | 
made some mistakes and now I’m 


trapped into this sort of lifestyle, but -

On selling out, Mike. states, 
“Everyone has. to. eventually 
somehow, someway. There's. no way 
around it.... If you are going to do this 


~ for your living and actively pursue it 


and try to elevate your profile to a 
point where you've got a large 


audience, there’s certain compro- 


mises that have to made and there’s 
no way around it. and the best you 
can hope for is to make sure you still 
have your underwear when its all 
over...make sure it's your underwear.” 


He adds, “People say that if you get 


paid for what you do then that’s a 


sell-out. Unless you’re some > 
absolute saint there’s no. 


way of avoiding it....certain 
degrees of success have to 
affect you. You can’t stay 
the same.” 

At one time, 


Jr. Gone Wild to the point where they 
signed a letter of intent and fronted 
the band $5,000. However, the New 
York office decided not to sign them, 
so they kept the money, tore up the 
contract and everyone was happy. 
The band recently released a 


video for “Rhythm of the Rain” (from 


Pull The Goalie) which has generated 


some airplay on-Much Music and will. 


hopefully translate into more public 
recognition. When asked about the 
religious overtones of some of Jr. 
Gone Wild’s music, Mike replied, “I’m 
the son of a soldier in the armed

he- vocal ersten (or Doo-Wop) music is very much alive today, with all the 

new reissues coming out: First let me recommend Jay Warner's excellent 

Billboard Book Of American Singing Groups which was published in December 1992. As 

the editor restricts the length of this column, let me get to the cD releases, and 
I'll review the book at another time. 

- _MCA's new two CD set dedicated to Curtis Mayfield (MCA 10664: Curtis Mayfield 

&.The Impressions: The Anthology), the Spiders’ complete recordings (Bear Family 


15673: The Imperial Sessions), and Relic Records’ continuing CD series all point out 


the great diversity of blues available to us. 
The Spiders were originally a gospel group formed around the Carbo Brethers, 


Hayward & Leonard. Under the guidance of the ace production team of Dave — 


Bartholomew & Cosimo Matassa, they recorded some of the greatest '50s New 
Orleans music of all time. Unlike other: vocal group recordings, the musical 
‘accompaniment stands out - great Lee Allen & Herb Hardesty tenor sax solos, 
-and that wonderful New Orleans style drumming of Earl Palmer & Charles 
“Hungry Williams! Here you have a mature group of voices (each member in 
their mid/late 20s), singing out in perfect gospel harmony, with mostly Mr. 
Hayward Carbo singing lead. Recordings like “I Didn’t Want To Do It”, “True”, 
“Witchcraft”, “You’re The One” are considered classics today. Mr. Hayward Carbo, 
“the voice of New Orleans,” is still singing and recording toady, and appeared on 
a recent Dr. John CD, though relegated to singing harmony with the Neville 
Brothers. There are excellent notes by Rick Coleman, first hand interviews with 
group members, unissued sides including their rare elusive gospel release and a 
complete discography. This two CD set is a must for everyone, not just for vocal 
-- group fans. : 

‘Now on to the Impressions. Curtis Lee Mayfield, born in 1942 in Chicago, had 
just turned 19 years old when he took his ‘impressions’ into a studio in 1961 and 
began recording for the ABC Paramount label some of the greatest songs of the 
‘60s soul movement. Robert Pruter’s compiled this two CD set as a tribute to 
Mayfield’s recordings as lead singer of The Impressions, recordings as a solo 
artist and, most important of all, his extraordinary songwriting ability. Mr. Pruter’s 
restricts his notes to the music at hand but if you want to know more about Mr. 
Mayfield’s extensive production work, and his early days with Jerry Butler, check 
out Mr. Pruter’s excellent book, Chicago Soul (University of Illinois Press, 1990). As 
for the music, you couldn't ask for a better contrast with The Spiders. Here you 
have Mr. Mayfield’s light guitar playing, the interweaving call-and-response of 
fellow Impressions Sam Gooden & Fred Cash and those great songs: “People Get 
Ready”, “Gypsy Woman”, “I’m So Proud”, and “I've Been Trying.” This two CD set 
is rounded out by a few of Mr. Mayfield’s solo recordings such as “Superfly” and 
“Freddie’s Dead” but it’s those great songs with The Impressions that he'll be 
remembered for. As I'm writing this, Shanachie Records has just announceda CD, 
People Get Ready: A Tribute To Curtis Mayfield. Today Mr. Mayfield lives in Atlanta, 
unable to perform due to a serious accident in August 1990. He is overseeing the 
release of his recordings through John Abbey’ s Atlanta-based Ichiban 
organization. 


elic Records has just released CDs by The Kodaks (7037), The Nutmegs 
(7038), The Turbans (7039), The Moonglows (7042), Patti Labelle & The 
Bluebelles (7043/44). Each CD has notes concerning the history of the group, 
sometimes biographical details, and most often contains the complete

recordings for a certain label. Relic is known for seeking out master tapes & 


legally releasing vocal group recordings, and for that we should all be grateful. - 


What can I say about these groups? Al Banks (of The Turbans) & Leroy Griffin (of - 
The Nutmegs) both have great voices, and if you enjoy the '50s Doo-Wop sound, 
these 2 releases are a must. The Kodaks feature 15-year-old Pearl McKinnon, an 
early female lead and she does an excellent job of capturing that ‘kid lead’ 
sound. As for The Moonglows set, this is a live 1971 recording of Bobby Lester's — 
group, mostly acappella, with very few notes. The Bluebelles featured the first 
recordings of diva Patti Labelle. Here we have “Down The Aisle”, “I Walk Alone”, 
and lots of standards (a little too many for my liking) but on original tunes, hey 
can really shout. Great liner notes. 

Well, I'd better sign out. Next time, new releases by Bobby Blue Bland, Lester 
Davenport, Big John Greer, Elmore James, Joe Hill Louis, Percy Mayfield, Roy 
Milton, Junior Parker; John Primer, Big Al Sears, Lonnie Shields, Big Mama 
Thornton and O.V. Wright. Remember to Let The Good Times Roll every- 
Wednesday night and Thursday afternoon, and Buddy Guy will be in Vancouver 
at the Commodore, April 14. 4

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So": 20 years after feminism first raised her irate head, she is surely 
thumping it now in frustration. Progress toward gender equality has been 
minimal, as recent Times Colonist articles demonstrate. 

Times Colonist stories with titles like “Winning Looks,“ “Unzippedy Do Da 
Designers Bare Spring,” “Rising Star Bemoans Degradation of Women in Films,” 
and “Rheaume Leads Poll as the Year's Top Sports Oddity”. graced the pages of 
the Dec. 24 and 31 issues. And their import goes beyond filling space. 

Collectively and unintentionally, these headlines shriek the contradictions of 
the 90s woman's role. Their authors, two female and one male, are Times-Colonist 
staff. The fact that two of the writers are women does not guarantee a non-sexist 


‘story. One of the female journalists also perpetuates the myth that the average 


woman is content to permit the exploitation of her physical attributes to the 
lowest common denominator of both male and female sensibilities. : 

The author of “Unzippedy,” suggests that the latest designers’ dictates will 
stimulate women to “relieve their sexual boredom.” (Whose boredom is being 
pandered to here? ) The apparent “look” for Spring of '93 is intentionally 
unzipped, unbuttoned, and see-thru dresses, tunics, pants and even bikinis. T- 
C’s fashion reporter said today’s “middle-aged matrons,” products (there’s a 


dehumanizing term) of the sexual revolution of the 1960s and 1970s, “have done 


it all and are bored.” 

“The obvious solution,” she went on to say, “is to make sex seem wicked and 
forbidden again, and here's where you get unbuttoned buttons and: see-thru 
everything.” Even Madonna’s recent book got honorary mention in the article. In 


support for the unzipped look, the reporter discussed how sex has become a 


routine subject—its mechanisms can be described by children, its psychological 
effect is lauded by sex therapists, and the how-to’s of its hygienic aspects are 
readily accessible information, as it should be for safety’ s sake. However, the 
above arguments are blatant examples of media-cracy: another concerted 


attempt to tell us what to think and to judge women as frivolous. 


The reality-gap is furthered by the second female reporter in the same issue 


(Section E, page 1-2, December 24, 1992). The article “Winning Looks” factually — 


demonstrates both sides of the real-life woman vs. her media- -image in the world 


of hairstyles. Apparently Victoria’s W. Greg Young was voted Canada’s best 
hairstylist (out of a field of 55) at the recent Hair 92. competition. His award- 
winning looks included short and curly styles resembling the “tendrils” of the 
1700s, a “Joan Crawford set” of the 1940s, and an “avant-garde” (who’s putting 
who on here?) Medusa; as if women want to be reminded of those misogynistic 
eras. However, Mr. Young’s approach to his clients is to “understand their 
lifestyles and design concepts based on their physical attributes.” His biggest

challenge, Young stated, is to focus on styles that require minimal fussing: most 
women have very tight schedules and tell him so. He deserves a bouquet at 
least, for recognizing and responding to the needs of a '90s woman, although he 
is also the author of other styles which try to take us by the “short and curlies.” 

From the media hype of fashion and hairstyles, the discerning reader takes on 
the third article of the same T-C_ issue: “Rising Star Bemoans Degradation of 
Women in Films,” by the male reporter. The article describes actress Adrienne 
Shelley, who had come to Sooke in November to star in a movie shoot there, as a 
“pampered and promiscuous movie star who flees to oceanside Canadian bed- 
and-breakfast getaway with an alcoholic rock star.” (Yawn.) Shelley said the 
Hollywood double standard still exists with a vengeance. Their myopic moguls 
continue to offer a multitude of similarly degrading roles to women; many scenes 
(you guessed it) typically require the women to be naked, but not the men. She, 
herself has been repeatedly offered such roles, but has refused at the expense of 
the income, On the other hand, Shelley has her own New York theatre company 
in which she writes, directs and appears in plays like Missing Children, and Morgan 
Fitting In — about a man who is suffering from a spiritual pain that the world fails 
to notice. It would be revolutionary for the U.S. film world to substitute a firm 
focus on reality for their pornographic fantasy fixations. 


e need more actors like Shelley who will not denigrate themselves to the 
darker instincts of human nature merely to advance their careers. Does 


_ anyone understand why thousands of women perpetuate the impression that, 


collectively, our gender has so little self-regard, that we allow the - 
commercialization of our own sexuality to the deprivation of our humanity? Are 
we so repressed that we appear to accept this as “normal?” And why shouldn't 
actresses like Shelley and people like ourselves “bemoan” the depiction of 
women as the perpetual victim - and the more naked the better? 

Well, there really are thousands of unsung women who do succeed by their 
own talents. Take, for example, 20-year old Manon Rheaume, a professional 
female hockey player. She was featured as “Sports Oddity of the Year’ in the final 
article pulled from the Canadian Press wire services. The “attractive” (we have to 
mention that) Quebec goaltender has just signed a 3-year contract with the 
present Tampa Bay Lightning club of the NHL. The “Oddity” story was prompted 
when she became the first woman to see action in a regular-season professional 
hockey game, on Dec. 13. She played the first five minutes and 49 seconds of the 
second period and allowed one goal while turning back three other shots. Coach 
Gene Ubriaco left her a note on her locker, “have a cigar, now you're one of the ~ 
guys.” There’s more. One year ago, she was offered $50,000 to pose for Playboy — 
sans equipment. She turned them down with an x tet “not even for a million 
dollars would I consider such an offer.” | 

Despite the “Oddity” label, Rheaume’s accomplishment and her flat refusal to 
Playboy has. brought 1992 to.a refreshing close on gender issues. 

By comparing all four articles, we see the inherent hazards of being female in 
these decidedly misogynistic times, but as well, how only one genre of the media 
shapes our thinking in seemingly innocent newspaper articles in our own . The 
reporting could have been more positive: “Award Winner Styles Hair for Real 
Women”, instead of an implied “This is How You Babes Should Look.” And in 
place of the trite “Unzippedy do da”, how about “Designers Grin and Bare US 
Again,” rather than praise their unusual artforms hung on their android-like 
models. Replace the term “Bemoans Degradation of Women” with “Rising Star 
Shows Moviemakers How It’s Done.” For the final article, which trivializes the 
goaltender’s success as “odd,“ substitute “How To Stickhandle The Playboys.”

towards the “fans” of something. But I think most of us Offbeat readers think of 
fanzines as being associated with some kind of alternative music. In the non- 
commercial music world, fanzines are a necessary feature, as they provide the 
only form of promotion many of these bands will ever get. They range from the 
expensive glossy-paper and colour format ‘zines to the classic (and much more 
common) stapled photocopied fanzines. In the world of garage, the fanzine is 
essential for spreading the words, sounds and looks unique to the movement. 
Important garage fanzines of the past and present include Freakbeat, Ugly Things, 
99th Floor, Kinetic Vibes, Misty Lane, and Bucketfull of Brains. In Canada, there are three 
main garage fanzines: What Wave, Feline Frenzy, and Cryptic Tymes. 

Feline Frenzy is definitely the most 60’s-ish looking of the three. Editor Glynis 
Wilson has a real flair for mid-60’s fashion, and her ‘zine is always crammed with 
old magazine ads and graphics depicting fab guys & gals in groovy gear. The 
bands reviewed in Feline Frenzy are given huge praise in the best 60’s fan 
tradition, and only the really “retro” garage bands make it into the ‘zine. Glynis 
has been.a big promoter of garage bands for many years now. Her long running 
radio show, The Fuzz That Was (similar to CFUV’s Garage Grooves), kept her 
home town of Toronto hip to all the new and old bands in the scene. Feline is still 
in full swing, and you can get hip by writing to Feline Frenzy Teen ‘Zine: c/o Glynis 
Wilson, 160 Huron St., #501, Toronto ONT., M5T 2B4.

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Flickering Cinecisms 


+: I'm James Vitti and this is Flickering Cinecisms: a review of movies on the 


screen or on the shelves. 

This year’s 1993 Victoria International Film Festival opened with Passion Fish 
from independent screenwriter and filmmaker John Sayles. Sayles personifies the 
determined director who by necessity infiltrates the landscape of multi-million- 
dollar projects. He sees two kinds of financing: the “right” money and the “wrong” 
money, the difference being the director's final say over a movie designed to 
make nervous people money. 

Most often Sayles invests his own cash from film royalties, screen plays and 
acting gigs in other independent features. 

His first employer, exploitation filmmaker Roger Corman survived. on 
negotiated advances. By recycling everything from sets to stock footage, a three 
picture contract would have its entire budget on the screen by the last picture. 


By comparison to moguls like Zemekis or Lucas, renegades like the late John — 


Cassavettes or Robert Altman just make more movies whether they have the cash 
or not. Sa 


ith this year’s Victoria International Film Festival, Mike Gower of 
Cinecenta and Howie Segal of the Roxy Cinegog, local mavericks 
themselves, have pulled together some of the more singularly committed movie 
making. 

Contrary to the popular image of the B-movie producer-director, making a film 
without significant financing requires a disciplined realism about the craft.

disquieting cost effectiveness of reality. 


Inheriting the high risk inventiveness of the North American independent, is 


the latest generation of filmmakers from Hong Kong. These four Chinese films 
comprise a high energy mini festival at the core of the International Film Festival. 

Nothing is unusual about a fortnight separating the wrap ofa film shoot and its 
theatrical premiere. For the Festival’s Once Upon a Time in China Il, director Tsiu

In Center Stage, China’s greatest star of the silent cinema, Ruan Lingyu comes to 
embody the growing fear facing Hong Kong as the year 1997 and with it the 
reunification with communist China approaches. Like the Festival itself, this 
unconventional bio-pic is a collage of historical evidence, dramatized 
reconstruction, raw documentary and speculative fiction.
